But neither did his Marſ) ſend any ſuch new Letter un- 
to the Grand Signienr, or give unto the ſayd Sir Sackvile Cr' y under 
his Rojall Signature any other Commiſſion ſs to abuſe and undo hz loyall

For His Majeſty moſt graciouſly upon Complaint from the Mer. 
chants of Sir Sackviles miſdemeanours, revoked the Credential! Let- 
ters formerly given unto him, and newly eletted and admit ed as his 
Ambaſſadour nnto the Graud Srynieur, a perſon of fortune aud —

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by name Sir T\.omas Bendiſh, Baronet ; The many difurbances which 
this worthy Gentleman excountred with at his ff Arrtoall in Con 
ftantinople, by meanes of Sir Sackvile his diſobedience to his Majeſties 
Letter of revocation, and his ſcandalous aſper ions upon the Ations and 
perſon of the Lord Ambaſſadonr, were I ſay enough to have diſhearte. 
ned even an aſſured reſolution, and inforced a Receſſe from ſo hazar- 
dous an employment among [uh righd and harſh People as the T urkes 
are: but his Lordſhip being of an invincible ſpirit, and materely con. 
fadering how farre his Majeſties, aud the Nations howogy, and welfare 
of the London Merchants were concerned herein, by adreirable reſolu- 
tion at laſt obtained the perſon of Sir Sackvile Craw, and they ſbipe 
him for London, where at preſent he ſtands committed to the Tower, 

Hts Lordſhip ſince his happy inveſtmre lives among 2 the Turkes, in 
great eſtimation and honour, equall if not (wperionr to any former An- 
baſſadour, continually a5 occaſion is offered, aſſiſting the induſtrious 
Merchants, betwizt whom and his Lordſhip, there is 4 very amiable 
Compliance. 1 might juſtly by way of aggravation unfold the great in- 
civility of Sir Sackvile Crow, in incuing his Lady at Alicant 'in 
Spaine, as they returned for England, there to complain unts the Inqui- 
ſition that ſhee and her husband were C atholiques, and inforced againſt 
their wills to become Proteſtants.; whereupon the honeſt (aptaine -and 
his Mate, who civilly went aſhore with her, were detained Priſoners.

s Wo dayes before his Lordſhip came to Braſhia,(for 
MW he came from Smyrze overland ) Mr. Lancelot the 
Agent lent him a Letter, that the Yizeere was cut 
oft, withall, telling him, that hee had ſent to this 
new one, to congratu'ate him in hs place, and did 
ar intend ( by his leave ) to vice him w thinthree or 
foure dayes, and Dit1!] our Caſe unto him, with the beſt Oratorie 
he had, withall relling him, chat he was a Rugged harſh man, and 
nor likely to favour our Cauſe, Hereupon my Lord ( contidering 
how little need the Company bad of this unneceſlarie charge ) did 
forthivith diſpatch a Poſt to him, with a tevy lines to this purpote ; 

That he would not have him upon any tearmes to make a Vie, nor 
aR in any bulineſſe further, for it was not fitting, nor would be ex- 
peRed,bis Lordthip being ſoneer the Port;he rold him thar the di- 
ſilling the Caſe into his bead, was croſſe to his Lordſhi>s defigne, 
who came peremptorily ro demand juſtice, and cared nor whether 
the Vizeere were good, bad, or indifferent-Bur before this Meſſen- 
ger cou'd arive him. he had not only viſited him with a good pre- 
ſent bur (ro my Lords great vexation & future crouvle)had delive- 
red in theHartrecherite,which cof us not lefſe then 40000 }to intan- 
gle SirSas.Crow;for the words of the Hartecnerite under rhe Grand

were theſe, ( let the Ambaſſadour have no more to doe with the 
Engliſh Nation } while this was in ourhands, he could never flirre 
againſt us, nor durſt publike minifters ſuffer him, but juft now 
( withour, if not contrary to advice )) againſt my Lord ſhould ſer 
foot on this ſhore, qur chained enemy is let looſe npon him ; and 
indeed but that my Lord could not find any defigne he had in ir, but 
meete want of reſojution aud- judgement, che world could neyer 
have perſivaded him, bur that the Agent had done it on purpoſe : for 
Sir Sath, Crow firdightwayes provides a yery great preient, aud 
with full atrendance goes to the Vizeere, the day before my 
Lord arrived , with confidence hee ſhould bee yeſted ( which 
had been re-eftabliſhment- bur was deceived. The next 'day being 
the IE, my Lord early:in the mo:ning (having come all 
night by Sea in a Boat, arrived here, and after hee had repoſed 
himſelfe ſome houres, went together with the Agent in his Coach, 
attended by his Retinue, and us, to that houſe the Agent had pro- 
vided for him ; The next day my Lord calls a Court, and” reſolyed 
there-to fend Mr. Agent to the Vizeere to demand Audience for 
him of the Grand Signieur, and to tell him hee could not expeRt 
juſtice from him, who had broke open the Merchers houſes but 
three dayes botore his comming, and had taken our goods to the 
value of 40000.pounds. This Meſlage was (© in pieces delivered, 
as thre Vizeere though he did, yet hee would nor underftand it bur 
asked if he had Letters for him, yes faid the Agent, let me ſee them 
faid he, that I may know what to doe, and you ſhall have Audience 
with the Grand Sienieur. Upon this anſwer my Lord refolves to 
vibe him next himſelfes 

Now you mult know, that when my Lord came farft co Smyrue,a 


Lercer wat conveyed into his ſons hands ro give him, this came. 


from Sir Sk. Crow, and was verbatim as followes.

had reaſon ( finding any ſubjeR of his Majelties, of what qualicie 
ſoeyer,negotiating ought of like, or what nature ſoever,withinmy 
Charge, wichour me ( during my Commiſſion in force ) to protelt 
againft him, and give him ſuch contradiction,as I have been eccaſio- 
ned co give Mr.Fexron, whole over confidence, want of ciyilitic, 
or inftruRtions (I know not which, or whether by the ignorance 
of his Patrones that tent him.) merriced to have been made an 
example ; being confident co aftirme chat there was never preſident 
of the like irregular proceedings betore ; for ſuppoſing thoſe Ler- 
rers as pretended ( which they may, or may nor be, for ought 1 
know ) or that I had been the verieft Traycer in the world (which 
his Majeltie hitherto declares me not) and that his M ajeltie for 
ſuch cauſe had diſclaimed, or recalled me, untillfome fignification 
of his opinion, or pleaſure, either under his own Royall hand ( as 
ever accuftomed) or ar leaft Copyes thereof authentick under the 
band of one of his Secretaries, I dare not give way, no not ro the 
Prince himſelte, nor doe otherwiſe then oppoſe him.

WW Hen they remembred my Lord Ambaſſadours loye tohim, 
he rold them they were welcome as from Thewas Bendiſh, 
but not as Ambaſſadour; he opened and read them, and faid that the 
Copy he read, he could nor believe to be the Copy of the Kings Let» 
cer; that in the very firlt line or two, there was a double contradi- 
ion, and that the whole frame, ſtile, matrer and language was 
ſo unlike thoſe of his Majefties, that if the Originall was nor bet= 
cer then the Copy, he ſhould not care a ruſh for 1t, and that he could 
not believe Sir Thomas Bendiſh had any ſuch Letcer from the King 
of England, and therefore could not recetye him as Ambafladour; 
that hee would further conſider of the Letter, and if hee thought 
convenient would ſend him anſwer by ſome of his owne poelpe 
within a day or two, which he did, bur that being fo ys 
raining nothing bur falſe ſarmiſes, and daring expreſſions,

zeere,that he would vilit him upon Thurſday the 23.September, ha- 
ving been jutt a weekin town, and in the mean time had neither 
been ſent to by the Emperours Agence, the French Ambaſſadour, 


- nor. theLord Bayliffe( only the Dutch Merchants did, whoſe A- 


gent is nor yet conformed, bur will ſee what ſucceſſe wee bave) for 
Sir 8ackwile Crow hath wrought all thoſe firme to him. Now was 
the Town fall of expeRation, nothing talked of bur our biſinefſe 
On Thurſday about twelye aclock, with all the Merchants, and my 
Lords retinue, my Lord went to the Vizeere, who being ſer before 
he came, ftirred not from his ſear, neither did my Lord minJ him 
untill he was fer as well as the Vizeere ; Then he ſpake to him to 
this effet, that the King of Eg/and ſalured him, and wiſhed him 
healch and happinefle, and had fence him his Ambaſfadonr' co keepe 
his Merchants and ſubjects from doing, and ſuffering wrong, and 
commanded him to inJeayour to keep and uphold the Peace be- 
tween the Nations, and alſo to give thankes for the Juſtice the Vi- 
zeere ſhewed to the Merchants, when the Ambaſſadout would have 
ruined them, and alſo to defire'him to fend the faid Ambaſſadour. 
home, that the King his Maſter, hearing their Difference, might 
judge him according to merit; and while he was ſaying this, hee 
preſented the Kings Letters to him, which he read before ns;to this 
the Vizeere repiyed, that the od Ambaſfadour had Lerrers, and

French Ambaſladour alſo-(ſaid 
the Vizeere) could ſay ſomething/ in the Cauſe; The French 
Ambaſſadour ( faid my Lord ) hath nothing to doe with our 
State; have you a Letcer to the 01d Ambaſladour ( ſaid the Vizeere} 
from the King of Exg/and, I have, ſaid my Lord, which I delired to 
deliver him before witneſſe; therefore he asked him for two Chou-

When my Lord perceived he would nor Velt him, hee defired him

behind, I have all the Merchants my witneſſes, and all the Mer« 
chants of Aleppo Alexandria and all the Coalts of Turky ; I have 
ſhips at Swyrna Laden: for this Port, and divers more ready to 
come out; Ler Sir Sackvile Crow ſhew me two Merchants, and 
halfe a ſhip, and I will yield him the place, The Vizeere riſcth ro

ſting. When he came away,he commanded all his Drugermen that 
none ſhould atrend any more his Court, for he had one with hime 
The next day abour 9, of the clock came two Chonzes to my Lord, 
£0 tell liim from the Vizeere, that the Ambaſſadour Crow would 
be there, and he would have my Lord meet him. no ( replyed my 
Lord ) tell your Lord I will nor  eet him, nor come at his houſe 
any more, he hath uſed me unworthily and ba{ely, and fo tell him 
from me.Whar (replyed the Chouzes ) will you nor come no more 
at his houſe? ler not my Lord lay lo ; the Vizeere is a great man, 
Vicegerent tothe Grand Signeur and wee dare not carry him ſuch 
a ſleighting Meſſage. A great man? Ando am I a great man too, 
ſaid my Lord; If he be Vicegerent to the Grand Signeur,tell him 
that T am Ambafſadour to the King of England.

his uſage of him. Now was Sir Seckvue Crow with the Vizeere ex 
peRing to be velted ( as he had bragged the day befcre ) but how 
or what part of this meſſage they delivered I know nor, but Sir 
Sackvile Crow after he had rayled upon my Lord before the Vis 
zeere and called him farfart, came home no witer then hee vent, 
and the next morning the Vizecre ſent three Chouzes Cone a man 
of great qualitie, and had been fonre times Ambvaſſadour with for» 
raigne Princes!) remembred his kind love to my Lord, and ent 
him word that he had ſent him a man of honour, that ſhonld goe 
with him to Sir Sackvile Crow, and (ee him deliver his Letters, and 
he would ſoon make an end of the bulinefle.

'T Lord ,and perceiving he underſtood of his Merchanes aRtions, 
& his Druggermans dilligence ſent by my Lords Druggerman this 
private Meilage, That he hoped my Lord tcoke no diltalt at him, 
who is confined to his houſe, and had no notice of his comming,

| to any of your Predeceſſors ; it was never known t' at a true 
Ambafſadour made a Contrat for other gifts to purchale his re- 
ception, I may nor, I dare nor Tranſgrefle the accuſtomed Rules, 
nor paines.of honour,if Iſhould, your ſelfe might jultly condemne 
waxes an 4decetver, all-the-Princes in Chriftengome would fcorne 
me, and chenhow my Malter would Reſent ir yournay judge.

ſomuch cheartu'neſle, as all admired at it. and preſe:ily told him 
that the Grand Signieur would be impatient untill hee were with 
him, and asked him if he were Ready. My Lord roid him *c was 
impoſſible without three or toure dayes warming, hee pitched on 
Monday, and after ſome Debare, as the urgency of the Afﬀaires of 
che State, the neceſſitie of the ſhips ſpeedy comming in, &e.

ence : his Maje(ite ſent word he would receive him at the Keske, 
(being a kind of a Banquering-houſe, or tor Repole, very flarely ) 
by the water {id-in his Seragho, whether the Vizeere went before 
him, and his Lordſhip followed with the Chouſe-Bafla, and tourty 
vo Chouzes attending him( beſides all the Merchants, and all his 
own Genr.and atrendance,no Ambaſſadour heretofore ever having - 
che like)he came to a gate which opened into theGarden where the 
Keske fiood there my Lord with 18, more were Veſted, but none 
ſuffered to goe in but only my Lord, who was led by the Chouze- 
Baſla on his right hand and the Buſtange Bafla on the left; Signieur 
Dominice his S:cretary, who carryed the Letter .in a gold and fil. 
ver bag.led by: two Chouſes more, and Maſter Ferns his Drugger- 
man led by two other Chouzes.Whenmy Lord came within gh 
of rhe Grand Signieur, they ſiffered him not to goe forwards, | 
fide-waies untill he came jult againſt him ( hee being fringes an 

yorie 
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Ivorie and mother of Pearle Conch, the ſeates being lined with 
Luſin Furres ) and then brought him forwards untill he came with- 
in che ſpace ot 20,paces, where my Lord made a low obedience to 
him,and che Grand Signieur ( which was never ſeen betore) bowed 
very much, and (alured my Lord, at which my Lord bowed very 
low again». After Dowvnico had read in Turkith my Lords Speech, 
with'a ludable yoyce, the Grand Signieur by his aftions ſcemed 
much pleaſed at it, and having done, replyed (which was nevet 
known to any Ambaſladour before ) Thar if the King of England 
would hold that Amity and Friend(hip wich him, which his Maje- 
ſties Predeceflors did with the Grand Signieur before, and his 
Merchants did come with that daty and reſpect as they ought, hee 
would prote4 and defend chem ſtrongly ( for his hand hee faid was 
ſtrong) from all their Enemies, and they ſhould freely Trade in 
his Dominions. Signieur Domenico ceplyed from my Lord, that ic 
was his intentions to increaſe the Trade, fo as the ſhips and Mer. 
chants may have the Freedome and libercy of their goods and per« 
fons, according to the Capiculations ; he replyed again, tell | oa 
his Ships ſhall be Free to goe our, and come in, when they pleaſe, 
and che Merchants ſhould have their Liberties, and their goods, 
and he would confirme the Capitulations, and no body ſhould 
medle with them chroughout his whote Dominions , and he would 
prote& chem, bur (aid, let them ſee they did their duty, elfe his hand 
would reach them where ever they were, ſo now he may goe. When 
he tooke the Letter, heasked if the Tranſlate was in it, they told 
him yes, Said he ( pointing to his eyes JI will read it every word, 
every word, Noy into that bag with the Letter, my Lord cauſed 
certaine grievences to bee put, as alſo his owne Speech being 
cranſlated into Turkiſh, that when che Grand Signtcur looks upon 
the one he might alſo read the ocher, both whiich ate! as followeths 
My Lords Speech.
